LONDON, Oct. 9—G erm any's g re a t naval bases a t Brem en and W il­ 
helmshaven were rocked by B ritish bombs in terrific attack s by the 
Royal A ir Force last night and early today, the air m inistry announced 
today. 


In one of th. w ar s greatest B ritish counter-thrusts, RAF bombers 
sm ashed dozens of vital industrial areca in the Reich and continued in ­ 
cessant blasting of French channel invasion ports. 
The m ighty K rupp works at Essen, the F okker plan t at A m sterdam , 
^ the Goodyear factory at M annheim were am ong the targets. 
An official statem ent, outlining the fierce assaults, said:

Cooking 
makes them less digestible. 
Their nutritive value is not 
high. Fourteen oysters have not 
quite as much nourishm ent as one 
egg. 225 equal a pound of beef. 
So it is not surprising to hear of 
enormous quantities of oysters be­ 
ing eaten at one sitting. Briliat 
Savarin relates of his acquaint­ 
ance with a man who would eat a 
gross and then follow up with a 
heavy dinner. 
The oyster is an expensive form 
of nutrim ent. A 
'ay's ration of 
protein from oysters would cost 
about seven dollars. 
Spawn in Summer 
The oyster begins to spawn in 
midsummer. The eggs have been 
held in the gills, and when the 
tem perature of the w ater is about 
70 the larval youn^ arc ejected as 
little ciliated spheres. They dart 
briskly about for several days 
(spat) and then encounter a stone 
or ledge to which they attach them­ 
selves and begin to form a shell. 
From this first home they never 
move again. 
They have a long 
period of m aturation. It is usually 
four or five years before they are 
ready for your table. 
I would th at all the guests at a 
dinner party had as interesting a 
life history as the oyster and con­ 
tributed as much to the enjoyment 
of tho occasion.
